Now although there be many Affrologers, and all ſtudy 
the ſame Books, yer they do not all Colle the truth of 
things, but one more than another ; and fo it is in Phyſich, 
when Phy/icians do obſerve ſigns of divers Diſeaſes, of Re- 
covery, and of Death, for there happenerh frequently con-

whereof hath to admiration been performed,moſt of it ſince 
the year 1644, there remains now bur the laſt three lines, 
which in few years will have their effe&s ; beſides many 
memorable Predi&ions of Noſtradamus (fo much ſleighted 
formerly) have been apparently verified and performed alſo 
In this our Age, as that terrible and great Fire in London, 
Anno 1666, and that moſt unhappy accident which fell in 
Fanuary 1648, &c with ſome others concerning the 
Engliſh Nation which we pretermit. But that which hath 
occaſioned our farther diſquifition is concerning the violent 
Eruption of Mount Atna, and it is this, viz, that fince the 
year 1669-— the Meſſmeſes of Sicilia have declhn'd the 
Spaniſh Government and revolted to the French Monarch, 
from whom hath proceeded fince that fatal Earthquake a 
very fierce and ſharp War , and conſequently a great 
ſhughter of many Chriſtians both by Sea and Land, and 
amongſt the reſt, in one of thoſe Sea-fights, the Famous 
and Noble Ruitty Admiral of the Dutch periſhed, a moſt 
worthy perſon and much lamented. Since which time alſo 
His Majeſty of Spain in his Netherland Dominions hath 
been exerciſed ina continual defenſive War ; but theſe pre- 
ſent Wars are but the beginning of what will hereafter hap- 
pen 1 fulneſs of time.

Ar the entrance of thoſe Planets into the Fiery 
Trigon Queen Elizabeth died. In 1603 a great Plague was 
in London, and in the year 1623 the ſecond Conjunttion 
of the Superiowr Planets fell in the ſeventh degree of Les, 
not long after King 7ames ( a peaceable and wiſe Prince } 
died : Again, in the year 1625, ar leaſt fifry thouſand per- 
fons died of the Plague in London. In a ſhort time after fol- 
lows the unfortunate buſineſs or attempt of the Iſle of Ree 
In France, the murther of Buckingham, &c. and during all 
that time a general murmuring and repining of the Com- 
mon People, eſpecially amongſt thoſe of different Judg- 
ments, which gave incouragement to, and occaſion of our 
late unhappy Troubles and Inteſtine Wars. 

In the year 1643, the third Conjun&ion of Saturn and 
Fupiter was Celebrated in 26 degrees of Piſces ; but the 
eee moſt concerned thoſe People ſubje&t to the Sign 
Aries : Upon this Conjundtion our lare unhappy Calami- 
yes began, which more or leſs continued unll the year 
1652.

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- We have the rather mentioned the entrance of the $,- 

periour Planets into the ſeveral Triplicities, and their ſuc- 
ceſſion in every one, that thoſe Aſtrologers who ſtudy 
the general Contingencies of Nations, Kingdoms, and of 
the world in general, might find (if they pleaſe to rake 
the pains) the Epoche of them; and then confidering ſ(e- 
riouſly by Hiſtory, what Kingdom, Monarchy, Ciry, or 
Royal Family had its beginning then or near thoſe times, 
we ſay they may by a ſerious ſcrutiny, and judicious con- 
fiderarion give a very probable ConjeQure of the Stabi- 
lity or Decay thereof; but moſt Aſtrologers wanting ſuch 
a Scries of the Conjun&ions, we thought it might nor 
be amiſs to inſert them 1n this. years Anglicys : We alſo 
intended to have mentioned the firſt beginning of many 
Families, and ſundry Kingdoms, when, and what time, 
and under what Conjun&tions they moſt flouriſhed or 
moſt declined ; but that may be (1f God ſpare life) the 
work of another year ; but as to the Judgment of theſe 
ConjunGions we refer them to our Prophetical Mevlin 
printed at London 1644, which will give the ſtudious 
Artiſt ſufficient inſpeRtion into matters and things of this 
nature. 

Let the Judicious remember, that all the Conjun&i- 
ons of the rwo Superiours work more effettually when

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; men ſhall be weary of thoſe heavy burthens 1mpo- 
ſed upon them ; there will be ſeveral Feavers and other 
diſtempers tro affli&. the bodies of Mankind ; people 
will have great Infirminies in their throats and ſtomachs, 
&c. And Albxmaſar proceeds, and tells us it will -be 4 
dangerous year wherein a great dearth will be of forr- 
footed Beaſts, eſpecially of Horſes, and that the ordinary 
Man or Commonality of People will be carefull & pre- 
ſerve their proper Rights, Goods and Eſtares. This 
Judgment nay really be expetted to have its operation 
and effets in Tranſmarine Parts, where fo vaſt numbers 
of Souldicrs have had their Quarters this late winter, and 
now or ſome months hence muſt he marching to other 
freſh Quarters or Habitarions We have no encou- 
ragement from hence to Predi# the Wars beyond Seas 
are ended, bur rather very like to continue longer, far 
in the year 1676, though many Perſons, Souldjers, and 
eminent Commanders have loſt ther lives, yet Provi- 
dence (ſeems not to have decided the grand Controver- 
ſfie——One field-fight would turn the Scales, &c. which 
yet ſeem to hang in a manner equally ballanced ; for if 
the Imperials have taken Philipsburgh, fo alſo have the 
French Forces relieved Maeſtricht and raiſed that Siege : 
True it is, the moſt Chriſttan King his Allie, the King 
of Sw:4en, harh been moſt paſſive in the laſt years Att- 
ons by his loſſes in Pomeranze, yet to ballance theſe, the 
D&tch and Spaniſh Fleets ſuffered at Meſing—— 

But we proceed : ſeeing the three Superiours are 
beſt dignified in the Figure of this _—_ Ingreſs, we 
may with more confidence judge that the Attions et- 
ther of way or Treaties will be managed with an high 
hand : ſublime or ſtupendious Counſels, and long-laſting 
Confſulrations ſeem to conſume much of this year ; we 
fear to no great purpoſe, for the Planet Mars wholly 1n- 
clines to War ;, true it is, Venus Af him with her 
benevolent Tine, but ſhe 15 in a double bodied fign ef- 
frminate and ſubrerranean—— Thoſe Princes who would 

willingly 
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willingly embrace Peace, fear to offend -their Allies leſt 
thereby they might produce a War upon themſelves and 
people from their former Friends Saturn 1s Angular 
and fixcd 1n that part of the Heavens (viz, the Weſt 
Angle) which denores Contentions, and he 15 there in 
Oppotition to the Aſcendant. Bonatus gives his Judge-

& diminutiones in illius anni fine, & ſignificat volun-

7ilfter as thus poſited. gives warrung 
of the Peoples Wealth in the end of that year, and makes 
manifeſt, that the ſole defire and intention of the King 
( of what Countrey he names not) 18 fixed wholly. n 
building or framing ſtrong Holds or Fortreſſes for his 
own Defence, viz. forrifying Cirics and Caſtles, '&r.

all this by under-hand and private contrivance——ſcarce 
miſtruſted 'or ſuſpe&ed. This perſon (of fo great Wit 
dom and Condu&) 1s repreſented by Fupiter , who ec 
ther by himſelf, or advice of his great Council, or per- 
ſons of much gravity and policy—— if we may conje- 
ure by the Sign Fupiter is in, repreſents the preſent 
Cham of Tartary, Emperour of Muſcovy, or if this Poli- 
tician lives nearer, then he or that Council may be 11- 
tended to proceed from a Prince or perſon of Quality of 
Palachia, Weſtphalia in Germany, or inthe Weſt or South- 
weft of Bavaria. . 
We pray God no Rupture do happen concerning 
breach of Leagues , or Articles of former Friendſhip, 
whereby His Majeſty of Great Brittain, or his Subjects 
might have juſt cauſe of complaint Or that there- 
by a War might enſue either by Sea or Land—though 
ſome ſuch thing may be feared, yet we hope in the mer- 
cy of God borh for prevention and diverſion of any fuch 
Calamity from the Engliſh.

the Year at the Suns Ingreſs, he ſhall denote, inter ho- 
mines bella movet, he ſtirs up Wars, or excites men 
thereunto, ſeditiones inteſtinas, inteſtine ſedinions, wrb;i- 
wn excidia, beſieging and deſtruftion of Towns and Ci- 
ries, tumultus populi, the common people ſubject to, or 
ſuddenly raiſng tumults, iras principum, Princes apt to 
quarrel one with another very ſuddenly when leaſt fuſ- 
pected, and thereby follows the death or ſlaughter of 
many of the Subjets——Many are like to periſh by the 
ſword-—In the next place we will examine what man- 
ner of Diſcaſcs will moſt affliit the generality of People 
this preſent year 1677.
